Premier @ifton Tells of the Im-

“Bringing capital, knowledge and 
natural resources into close contact.” 
This ia the manner in which the visit 
of the large party of delegates to the 
International Geological Congress, 
who spent yeaterday in Kdmonton, is 
summed up by Industrial Commis- 
shoner Hall, who accompanied the 
geologists on thelr investigations. The 
majority of the delegates are keenly 
interested in mining development, 
and many of them are allied to large 
coal companies whom they ad- 
vise as to profitadle ficlds for the op- 
eration of capital. In view of this 
fact, Mr. Hall believes that the visit 
of the delegates will be attended with 
very important results to the whole 
of Canada, At the banquet which 
was tendered to the géologists at the 
Empire Hotel at the conclusion of 
their day’s tour of inspection in and 
around the city, mention was made 
of the fact that the large natural re- 
sources of central and northern Al- 
berta had been made known to them 
and apparently had not Been over- 
stated, 

Nisitors at Banquet 

The banquet was presided over by 
Dr. H, M, Tory, President of the Al- 
berta University, who was supported 
by Premier Sifton and representatives 
of the city who had assisted in en- 
tertaining «he visitors. There was a 
distinguished gathering. 

Premier Sifton paid his tribute to 
the profession of the geologist, whom 
he said gave ‘his life to the service of 
the pwblic without hope of any great 
HI tes ly The international zceo- 
logical ‘wos welcomed by all 
Canadian people, and Alberta wast 
giad to have the opportunity of doing 
its share in paying honor to the dis- 
tinguished scientific men who were 
here from all parts of the world. 

Alberta's Coal Resonrces 

The Premier referred to the great 
c.al resources of Alberta, mentioning 
the Crow’s Nest Pass fields in the 
south and the great coal fields to the 
west of Edmonton in the Pacific Pass. 
Stretching east from the mountains 
the coal beds were continued to 
Lethbridge in the south and Edmon- 
ton and Tofield in the north, This 
great coal supply situated in close 
proximity to the best agricultural

London, Aug. 20.—In an editorial 
concerning the. situation between the 
United States and Mexico the Spec- 
tator says: “In dealing with Mexico 
Ppngident Wilson wishes to secure the 
effects of compulsion while announce 
ing that he never wil! apply eompul- 
sion, This new method of diplomacy 
obviously is not & hopeful one, and 
whether President Wilson will be able 
to emerge from the present crisis 
with credit or safety it is impossible 
to say. What may be called his 
gentle obstinacy has maneuvred him 
into a position from which it is not 
easy either to advance or retire.” 

The Saturday Review says: “The 

nt’s tone of superiority will 
only outrage Mexican pride, and stim- 
ulate President, Huerta and his rivals 
to take a bold stand as champions of 
Mexican dignity against American in- 
aolence to bring about the hostilie 
ties which President Wilson professes 
he is most anxious to avoid,” 

Concluding, the editorial says: “A 
frontier incident and the thing is 
done. Before the American knows it 
there will be a raid, somebody will 
tread on the stars and stripes and 
all America will be remembering ihe 
Maine again.”

Exodus of Americans Continues, 
But Not so Great as Was

Washington, Aug. 29.—President 
Witson left Washington late today for 
the summer capital at Cornish, NUH, 
still hopeful of a favorable culmina- 
tion of the negotiations undertaken 
by this country to bring about peace 
in Mexico, 

Although no affirmative action on 
either side had been reported up to 
the time of the president's departure, 
encouraging despatches were received 
from Nelscn Oo, Shaughnessy, in 
charge of the American embassy at 
Mexico City, bearing on the general 
situation. These reached the presi- 
dent a few hours before train time, 
and led him to determine upon 4& 
short rest over Labor Day. 

Excitement Subsides. 

Nothing in the advices from Mexico 
City gave the administration officials 
cause for particular anxiety, and it 
was a general opinion that @ lull in 
the diplomatic. exchanges would be 
beaericial to all concerned, The pres- 
ident, it is known, feels that good 
niny come from an opportunity for 
the porition of this government, 4s 
he announced in his message of Werl- 
nesday, “to sink in,’’ Excitement subs 
siding over the exchange of propos- 
als and replies would, it was thought, 
lead t further negotiations between 
the officials of Mexico City and John 
Lind, the personal representative of 
thi government. 

Mr, Lind, it was asserted tonight, 
hus been Inetructed from Washington 
to continine to act at his own discre- 
tien as,tewhetheske shayld await 
developments at Véra Craz or to re- 
turn to Mexico City. (Up to a late 
hour no despatches had been received 
at the state department from Lind, 
Secretary Bryan said before leaving 
fo an overnight trip in Pennsylvania, 
that he believed the envoy would re- 
main in Vera Cruz tonight . 

Kivyan Confers With President. 

Early today Mr, Bryan conferred 
will the president over the reply of 
Senor Gamboa, Mexican secretary for 
foreign affairs, to Mr. Lind’s second 
nele They also considered a mes- 
sage sent by Mr. Lind to Washington 
yesterday, That these latest commun- 
ications gave reason for hopeful ex- 
pectations was freely admitted, 

Mr. Lind, it was reported, probably 
would make the next move in the 
negotiations, which the president em- 
phatically asserted in his Imessage 
had not been closed and could be re- 
sumed on the initiative of either na-
